Telephonic Developments. 


The latest development of tbe tele 


phone is the production of an instru 
ment which, without th* aid of a bat 
tery, transmits and reproduces sounds 
loud, clear and distinct, at long am 
short distances. It consists of a simpli 
helix surrounding a sofc iron core, hav 
ing 110 magnetic connection, and actec 
npon by a thin strip of iron connecte< 
with the north or south pple or one o 
more magnets. The strip vibrates in 
unison with the transmitting or receiv 
ing diaphragm by means of a felt cushion 
or other connecting medium. This con 
structiou, it is said, constitutes a uiag 
neto-olectric machine 
or generator

other end of the line, there being m 
current in the helix or on the line, ex 
ceptiug that so produced, and no othe 
magnetism in the soft iron core iusidi 
the former.

A Historic Fluff of Truce; 


TBeilast flag of trnoe in the war ot the 


rebellion was carried by Colonel B. M. 
Sihta from the Confederate General 
John B7 Gordon to General Sheridan, 
The cessation of hostilities brought 
about by.7this trace immediately; preced- 
ed the surrender at Appomattox Court- 
house.: The flag borne by Colonel Sima 
was simply a white towel, and after the 
surrender it disappeared entirely, and 
was for a time' forgotten in the excite- 
ment attending the last events of the 
great conflict. Within the present year 
Colonel Sims wrote an account of the 
last truoe of the war, which was printed 
m the Charleston News and Courier, 
and the publication of this narrative has 
interested many persons iu the search 
for the missing' flag- of truce, which, it 
was believed, was retained by somebody 
as a valuable relio of the rebellion. 
General Sheridin was asked for infor- 
mation conosmingtho towel, but neither 
be nor members of his staff whom he 
consulted remembered < anything about 
it. However, the towel was at last 
found. It is in the possession of Mrs. 
Elizabeth 0. Custer, widow of the late 
General Custer, to whom it was pre- 
sented by General Sheridan at the close 
of the war. General Carle A. Woodruff 
remembered this incident, although 
General Sherid«n?hadforgotten it. Mta. 
Custer recently wrot« a letter to Colonel 
Sims, iu which she stated that tbe im- 
provised flag had been treasured by her 
with other war relics. "It has," she 
added, "never been exhibited or used 
in any way that oonld'off end the moat 
sensitive spirit. General Ouster taught 
me early in my married life to look up- 
on our unfortunate war as too sacredly 
sad to admit of any faeling save that of 
sorrow and regret that one brother's 
hand should be compelled to be raised 
against another." 
So that the last flag 


of truce more thau served its purpose. 


Annexing Idaho to Sfevixin. 


Senator Jones and Congressman Cas- 


sidy, of Nevada, are conferring on the 
advisability of endeavoring to secure 
congressional action for tbe annexation 
of a portion of Idaho Territory to the 
State of Nevada. 
One good result of 


such an annexation would be to break 
up the political power now held by the 
Mormons in Idaho; another would be to 
add to the resources of the State of Ne- 
vada, and insure the permanent exist- 
ence of that State. A great deal of the 
territory which it is proposed to annex 
contains rich mines and large areas of 
agricultural ami grazing lands. 
Much 


of it is nearer thv Slate capital than 
localities in the present State of Nevada, 
and far more accessible. There can be 
no possible objection to such an annex- 
ation, except on the part of the Mor- 
mons. As it stands now, the Mormons 
bavo two Delegates iu Congress—one 
from Utah and on-e from Idaho. They 
frequently control the Legislature, and 
have controlled the Govaruor.

gressman Cassidy told a Washington re- 
porter that he wanted two counties in 
California 
annexed 
to Nevada, but 


Berry came back at, him with the threat 
to introduce a bill to gobble up the whole 
of Nevada and annex it to California. 
Are not these gentlemen taking liberties 
with the property of bovereign States? 
The people of the counties of Mono and 
Inyo desiro annexation to the State of 
Nevada, but Congress has not the power 
to make the transfer. It can only be 
done by consent of the Cahfoima Legis 
lature, and it is baldly likely that sue: 
consent will ever be given.—S. F. Post

lowing joint memorial and resolution 
to Congress, rotative to a National ap- 
propriation for improving the naviga- 
tion of the Colorado river: 
To the Honorable the Senate and House 


of Kopr«seutatives in Congress As- 
sembled: 
Your memorialists, the Legislature of 


the State of Nevada, respectfully repre- 
sent that 


WHEBBAS, The Colorado river is a 


portion of the boundary between the 
United States and Mexico, and its navi- 
gation in case of war wonld be of para- 
mount importance in the protection of 
oar territory and oar peoples and 


WHEBEAS, It is now navigable to tha 


junction of the Virgin and the Colorado, 
at Rioville, during the higher stages of 
water; and 


WHEREAS, At the proportionately same 


outlay asked 'by your petitioners the 
said Colorado river could be made, by 
the removal of obstructions, navigable 
during all seasons of the year for light 
tonnage craft of all tind to a point 
thirty miles above, Bioville, which is 
verified by the actu&l inspection of 
members of this body, and can be by 
any practical and nnpredjndioed engi- 
neer; and 


WHBEEAS, There are on both sides of 


said river mines of gold, silver, copper 
and other precious metals, and in the 
interior large tracts of agricultural aud 
grazing land along the course of said 
stream, between tlxe points 
above 


named, which are now sparsely settled 
and impoverished, owing to the cost 
and difficulties of transportation, which 
would become valuable lands if this 
river was fairly made navigable; and 


WHEREAS, The principal obstructions 


to the navigation of said stream lie be- 
tween a point thirty miles above Kio- 
ville to Fort Yuma, and consist, princi- 
pally, of rock,,and drifts, and sand bars, 
that could be readily i amoved without 
any great expense, as measured by the 
benefits to be derived; and 


WHEREAS, Nevada has never asked 


nor never received any aid towards irn- 
pioviug the rivers in or bordering upon 
our State; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That our Senators in Con- 


gress be instructed, and our Represen- 
tative requested, to use every honorable 
effort to secure from the General Gov- 
ernment an appropriation of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand ($125,- 
000) dollars, to be used in improving 
the navigation of the Colorado river be- 
tween Fort Ynina and a point thirty 
miles above Bioville, the junction of 
the Virgin and Colorado rivers, under 
the proper management of competent 
engineers interested in obtaining the 
best and mosL thorough results towards 
making said stream permanently navi- 
gable between the points above named. 


Besolved, That his Excellency, the 


Governor of Nevada, be requested to 
forward a copy of this resolution to the 
Honorable the Secretary of the Interior, 
to each of our Senators aud Representa- 
tive in Congress, to the Governor of 
California, the Governor of Arizona and 
the Governor of Utah, requesting their 
hearty support aud earnest co-operation 
in obtaining this great benefit to each 
of the said States and Territories
